1.  The  following  information  relative  to  the  Annual  Allow- 
ance of  State  moneys  to  the  various  headquarters  and  organi- 
zations of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  as  per  Act  of  As- 
sembly approved  May  17,  1921,  and  the  method  of  accounting  for 
same,  is  herewith  published  for  the  guidance  of  all  concerned. 

AVHEN  ACCOUNTING  IS  TO  BE  MADE. 

The  reports  will  he  forwarded  to  The  Adjutant-General  by 
accounting  officers  between  June  1st  and  June  15th,  1923,  and  will 
cover  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31,  1923.  The  Report  of  Ar- 
mory Rent  will  be  made  on  Form  No.  6,  A.  G.  0.,  and  the  Report 
of  Annual  Allowance  on  Form  No.  5,  A.  G.  0.,  and  disbursements 
as  credits  on  said  reports  to  be  made  on  Form  No.  Ifi,  A.  G.  O. 
The  specific  instructions  contained  upon  the  blank  forms  of  re- 
port must  be  strictly  complied  with.  The  Annual  Allowance 
Report  will  be  filed  by  all  Commanding  Officers  who  have  re- 
ceived Annual  Allowance  moneys,  and  the  Armory  Rent  Report 
will  only  be  filed  by  such  accounting  officers  as  may  have  received 
Armory  Rent  Allowance. 

ANNUAL  ALLOWANCE  TO  VARIOUS  HEADQUARTERS. 

Section  38,  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  17,  1921,  provides : 

"The  necessary  military  expenses  of  general,  division,  brigade, 
regimental,  and  separate  batallion  headquarters,  including  clerk 
hire  and  other  actual  outlays,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, in  the  usual  manner,  on  the  usual  lawful  vouchers  to  that 
effect,  duly  sworn  to  or  affirmed  to  by  the  commanding  officer  or 
the  officer  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  same  ;  such  expenses  in 
no  event  to  exceed  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000)  per  annum 
for  the  division,  five  hundred  ($500)  dollars  for  each  brigade  head- 
quarters, one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000)  for  each  infantry  regi- 
mental headquarters,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750)  for 
each  regimental  headquarters  of  arms  of  the  service  other  than 
infantry,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250)  for  each  batallion 
headquarters  not  a  part  of  a  regiment. 
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The  law  fixes  the  maximum  amount  that  can  be  expended  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year,  and  for  which  reimbursement  can  be  claimed 
or  made. 

If  less  than  the  maximum  amount  be  expended  reimbursement 
will  be  made  only  for  amount  expended. 

The  Commanding  Officer  at  each  headquarters  will  render  the 
account  showing  to  whom,  when,  and  for  what  purpose  expendi- 
tures have  been  made,  and  file  with  the  account  duly  receipted 
bills  as  sub-vouchers. 

Blank  Form  No.  5,  A.  G.  O.  (Annual  Allowance  report),  will 
be  used  for  rendering  account. 

ANNUAL  ALLOWANCE  TO  COMPANIES  OF  INFANTRi', 
BATTERIES  OF  ARTILLERY,  TROOPS  OF  CAVALRY, 
ENGINEER  COMPANIES,  SIGNAL  TROOPS,  ETC. 

Section  34,  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  17,  1921,  provides : 

"Organizations  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard  found,  upon 
examinations  of  the  reports  made  by  an  inspecting  officer  duly 
detailed  for  that  purpose,  to  be  up  to  the  standard  required  in 
strength,  drill,  discipline,  and  efficiency,  shall  receive  in  annual 
allowance  the  following  money  per  annum,  which  shall  be  used 
and  expended  solely  for  military  purposes,  and  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  the  organization  :  For  dismounted  troops,  at  the  rate 
of  ten  dollars  ($10)  per  man  per  year:  Provided,  That  no  organi- 
zation shall  receive  less  than  a  minimum  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars  or  more  than  a  maximum  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  per 
annum  ;  for  mounted  or  motorized  troops,  at  the  rate  of  fifteen 
dollars  ($15)  per  man  per  year:  Provided,  That  no  such  mounted 
or  motorized  organization  shall  receive  less  per  year  than  a  mini- 
mum sum  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  more  than  a 
maximum  sum  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  yeai. 
Such  allowances  shall  be  computed  by  the  Adjutant  General  from 
the  strength  of  the  unit  as  reported  on  May  thirty-first  of  each 
year.  Newly  organized  units  shall  receive  a  pro  rata  share  of  the 
above  named  allowance  for  the  portion  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which 
they  are  in  service :  Provided,  That  such  allowances  be  based 
on  the  actual  strength  of  the  organization  at  the  time  of  its  en- 
trance into  the  service ;  the  said  allowances  to  be  paid  by  the  Adju- 
tant General  in  the  usual  manner  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
respective  organization ;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Adjutant 
General,  before  paying  any  of  the  said  allowance  in  money,  t  ) 
procure,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  and  issue  for  each  enlisted  man 
not  already  provided  therewith,  such  articles  of  dress  uniform  and 
such  articles  of  service  uniform  and  equipment  as  are  required 
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for  field  service,  and  also  such  mess  tents,  kitchen  tents,  and  inili 
tary  stores  required  by  the  respective  organizations,  not  furnished 
and  paid  for  out  of  Federal  funds,  and  charge  the  cost  of  same  to 
the  said  annual  allowance  ;  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  paid  and 
disbursed  as  hereinafter  provided:  Provided,  however,  That  any 
regiment,  batallion,  squadron,  or  company  may,  at  its  own  expense, 
provide  itself  with  other  uniforms  of  such  style  and  pattern  as  a 
majority  of  its  officers  may  select  and  the  Governor  as  Commander- 
in-Chief  approve,  which  uniform  shall  be  the  property  of  the  organ- 
ization or  the  individual  members  thereof.  No  portion  of  any  al- 
lowance made  by  the  State  to  any  organization  shall  be  expended 
in  procuring  such  special  uniforms  or  in  repairing  or  caring  for  the 
same.  No  part  of  the  annual  allowances  paid  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  to  the  several  organizations  of  the  Pennsylvania  Nation- 
al Guard  shall  be  used  in  the  purchase,  erection,  or  construction  of 
any  armory,  unless  the  title  thereto  be  vested  in  the  Commonwealth. 
The  commanding  officer  of  each  organization  shall,  at  such  time 
as  the  Governor  as  Commander-in-Chief  may  direct,  make  a  return 
to  the  Adjutant  General,  containing  an  itemized  account  and  state- 
ment of  all  disbursements  of  the  money  appropriated  and  paid  to 
said  organization  and  not  previously  accounted  for,  which  account 
and  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  proper  original  vouchers  for 
such  disbursements ;  this  accounting  to  be  made  under  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief." 


ARMORY   RENT  ALLOWANCE. 

"Section  36.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  organization,  ex- 
cepting division,  brigade,  regimental,  squadron,  or  batallion  head- 
quarters, in  addition  to  annual  allowances  provided  for  herein, 
and  under  the  same  requirements,  and  not  occupying  an  armory 
owned  by  the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  paid  an  annual  allowance 
of  two  hundred  dollars  ($200)  by  the  Adjutant  General  in  the 
usual  manner  ;  said  annual  allowant  c  to  be  devoted  exclusively  to 
the  payment  of  rent  of  armory.'' 
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PENALTY   FOR   EMBEZZLING,   MISAPPLYING,    OR  IM- 
PROPERLY  RETAINING   POSSESSION  OF 
STATE  MONEY. 

"Section  39.  Any  commissioned  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the 
Pennsylvania  National  Guard  who  shall  embezzle,  misapply,  or 
convert  to  his  own  use,  without  authority,  any  moneys  received  by 
or  entrusted  to  him  for  disbursement,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  shall  be  sentenced  as  for  other 
like  offenses  under  the  penal  code  of  this  State." 

II.  The  fiscal  year  for  organizations  of  the  Pennsylvania  Na- 
tional Guard,  and  to  which  Annual  Allowances  apply,  ends  on 
May  31st  of  each  calendar  year,  and  reports  accounting  for  allow- 
ances must  be  filed  in  The  Adjutant-General's  Office  not  latei 
than  June  15th. 

Reports  of  Annual  Allowance  and  Armory  Rent  must  be  niac- 
in June  of  each  year. 

Commanding  officers  of  companies  of  infantry,  troops  of  cav- 
alry, batteries  of  artillery,  engineer  companies,  etc.,  will  forward 
reports  through  Regimental  Headquarters,  and  thence  direct  to 
The  Adjutant-General. 

Commanding  officers  of  Signal  Troops,  Truck  Companies  anil 
Special  Troops  will  forward  reports  through  immediate  Head- 
quarters, and  thence  direct  to  The  Adjutant-General. 

Commanding  officers  at  Headquarters  through  which  reports 
are  forwarded  will  carefully  examine  same,  see  that  all  vouchers 
submitted  are  properly  and  fully  accomplished,  and  will  familiar 
ize  themselves  with  financial  condition  of  the  respective  organ- 
izations, and  the  character  of  expenditures  for  which  vouchers  are 
filed. 

III.  Accounting  Officers  will  observe  the  following: 

a.  Disbursements  for  which  credit  is  taken  must  be  supported 
by  original  itemized  vouchers  duly  receipted  as  required  hy  form 
of  voucher  issued  from  The  Adjutant-General's  Office. 

Duplicate  vouchers  must  be  filed  with  the  retained  copy  of 
the  report. 

b.  Articles  or  stores  purchased  from  the  State  moneys,  and  not 
expendable  in  character,  will  be  charged  to  State  property 
account  of  the  organization  in  The  Adjutant-General's  Office 
and  accounting  officer  so  advised. 
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c.  Expenditures  made  from  Annual  Allowance  account  for  sub- 
sistence in  camp,  except  in  case  of  subsistence  provided  for 
advance  details,  detailed  to  erect  camp,  will  not  be  approved. 

d.  Expenditures  from  Annual  Allowance  account  for  Armory 
Rent,  in  cases  where  the  rent  paid  exceeds  the  Armory  Rent 
Allowance  from  the  State,  will  only  be  approved  when  permis- 
sion has  been  specifically  given  by  The  Adjutant-General's  Of- 
fice, and  when  so  given  the  fact  must)  be  noted  on  the  voucher, 
giving  date  of  permission,  and  must  in  each  instance  show 
period  for  which  Armory  Rent  is  paid. 

e.  Commutation  for  Rifle  Practice  where  claimed  and  allowed  by 
The  Adjutant-General  and  paid  by  the  State  Treasurer,  will 
be  accounted  for  the  same  as  Annual  Allowance  money,  the  war- 
rant voucher  being  taken  up  and  charged  on  the  debit  side  of 
the  report  of  annual  allowance  (Form  No.  5,  A.  G.  O.)  and 
disbursed  in  the  same  way  as  Annual  Allowance  money.  In 
other  words,  Rifle  Practice  commutation  although  paid  on  ac- 
count of  rifle  practice  qualification,  should  be  treated  as  addi- 
tional Annual  Allowance  and  used  to  augment  the  annual  al- 
lowance account. 

f.  In  cases  where  accounting  officers  have  received  any  balances 
of  State  funds  from  their  predecessors  in  office,  either  direct 
or  through  The  Adjutant-General,  or  from  the  Adjutant-Gen 
eral  in  settlement  by  sureties  on  bonds  of  delinquent  accounting 
officers,  the  same  will  be  taken  up  on  the  debit  side  of  Finan- 
cial Report,  stating1  clearly  amount,  and  when  and  from  what 
source  received. 

g.  Armory  Rent  Allowance  can  only  be  used  in  payment  of 
Armory  Rent,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  Leases  for  armories 
may  include  in  the  rent  of  armory,  heat  and  light,  and  wheie 
so  included  may  be  paid  from  Armory'  Rent  Allowance.  Touch- 
ers filed  covering  payment  of  Armory  Rent  must  shoiv  period 
for  which  payment  is  made. 

h.  In  cases  where  a  commanding  officer  has  paid  assessments  for 
expenses  in  camp,  or  on  account  of  expenses  of  regimental  rifle 
team,  or  for  use  of  regimental  band,  or  otherwise,  a  statement 
showing  in  detail  all  receipts  and  expenditures  must  be  fur- 
nished to  each  officer  paying  such  assessment,  by  the  officer  to 
whom  the  assessment  is  paid  and  who  disburses  same.  The 
statement  so  furnished  will  be  filed  with  the  vouchers  as  sup- 
plemental thereto.  Vouchers  for  assessments  unaccompanied 
by  statement  will  be  disapproved.

i.  In  cases  where  an  accounting  officer  files  a  voucher  covering 
payment  to  himself  for  sundry  expenditures,  sub-vouchers  sup- 
porting such  expenditures  must  be  filed  with  the  voucher. 

j.  All  vouchers  must  bo  fully  itemized,  and  made  as  self-explan- 
atory as  possible. 

k.  Accounting  officers  are  prohibited  from  keeping  any  State 
funds  in  a  personal  account,  or  from  depositing  personal  or 
other  funds  that  are  not  State  funds  in  any  account  in  which 
State  funds  are  deposited,  except  where  State  funds  are  de- 
posited with  a  regimental  treasurer,  properly  bonded,  account- 
ing officers  must  open  an  account  in  their  official  designation 
and  with  a  reliable  trust  company  or  bank,  and  no  checks  arc 
to  be  drawn  against  such  an  account  except  for  proper  military 
purposes. 

IV.  Reports  received  will  be  audited  promptly  by  the  Adju- 
tant-General, and  if  found  to  be  correct  and  are  approved,  a  war- 
rant will  then  be  drawn  upon  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  order  of 
the  proper  accounting  officer  for  the  last  half  of  annual  allowance 
for  fiscal  year  ending  May  31,  1923,  and  shortly  thereafter  for  the 
first  half  of  the  Annual  Allowance  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
June  1st,  1923. 

V.  State  Treasurer's  checks  were  transmitted  to  all  organ- 
izations covering  practically  one-half  the  Annual  Allowance  due 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  30th,  1923 ;  the  balance  of  the 
Annual  Allowance  for  the  same  fiscal  year  cannot  be  paid  until 
the  next  appropriation  becomes  available.  This  delay  must  not 
interfere  with  the  filing  of  financial  reports,  which  will  only  ac- 
count for  funds  actually  received  to  May  31st,  1923.  The  balance 
of  the  Annual  Allowance,  when  received,  will  be  accounted  for  on 
report  to  be  filed  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  May  31st  1924. 

VI.  Blank  forms  on  which  reports  are  to  lie  made  will  be  sent 
direct  from  The  Adjutant-General's  Office  to  accounting  officers 
immediately  after  May  31st,  1923.

HEADQUARTERS  PENNA.  NATIONAL  GUARD, 
THE  ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  OFFICE, 


1.  The  following  Act  of  Assembly,  approved  May  16,  1923,  is 
published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned : 


To  amend  sections  eighteen,  twenty-two,  twenty-six,  thirty-two, 
thirty-four,  thirty-eight,  fifty-four,  fifty-five,  fifty-six,  fifty-seven, 
fifty-nine,  and  sixty-one  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  providing 
for  the  organization,  government,  discipline,  maintenance,  and 
regulation  of  the  armed  land  forces  of  this  Commonwealth," 
approved  the  seventeenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  twenty-one  (P.  L.  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine). 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted,  &c,  That  section  eighteen  of  the 
act,  approved  the  seventeenth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  twenty-one  (Pamphlet  Laws,  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-nine),  entitled  "An  act  providing  for  the  organization,  gov- 
ernment, discipline,  maintenance,  and  regulation  of  the  armed 
land  forces  of  this  Commonwealth,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows : — 

Term  of  Office  of  General,  Field,  and  Line  Officers. 

Section  18.  The  term  of  every  general,  field,  and  line  officer 
and  department  officer,  other  than  those  provided  for  in  section 
nineteen,  shall  be  [for  five  years,]  permanent  or  until  removed 
for  cause  or  other  reasons  provided  in  this  act:  Provided,  That 
commissions  now  in  force  and  lohich  have  oeen  issued  for  a  period 
of  five  years  shall  continue  until  termination  of  such  period,  un- 
less [his]  such  commission  be  otherwise  lawfully  determined  and 
annulled.  [Provided,  That  all  commissions  in  force  in  the  Nation- 
al Guard  of  Pennsylvania  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act 
shall  continue  in  force  in  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard  for 
the  unexpired  portion  thereof,  subject  to  termination  as  herein 
provided.  All  appointments  to  the  grade  of  second  lieutenant 
shall  be  provisional  for  a  period  of  one  year ;  at  the  close  of 
which  period  such  appointments  shall  then  be  made  for  a  full 
term  of  five  years,  if  the  appointee  shall  have  demonstrated,  un- 
der such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  in  relation  thereto,  his 
suitability  and  moral,  professional,  and  physical  fitness  therefor ; 
and  should  any  appointee  be  deemed  imfit  by  the  Commander-in- 
Chief,  his  appointment  shall  be  terminated.    Should  any  such  ap- 
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point.ee  be  promoted  to  a  higher  grade,  before  the  expiration  of 
said  one  year,  he  shall  receive  a  provisional  appointment  in  such 
higher  grade  under  like  conditions  as  apply  to  the  appointment 
of  a  second  lieutenant.] 

When  authorized  by  the  Federal  Government,  warrant  officers 
may  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  under  such  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  Federal  Government.  Any  person  commis- 
sioned or  warranted  as  an  officer  of  the  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard  shall  hold  his  position  until  he  shall  have  reached  the  age 
of  sixty-four  years,  unless  retired  prior  to  that  time  by  reason 
of  resignation  or  other  cause. 

Section  2.  That  section  twenty-two  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows  : 

Retirement  of  Officers. 

Section  22.  Commissioned  officers  who  shall  have  served  forty 
years,  either  as  an  officer  or  enlisted  man,  or  both,  in  the  Penn- 
sylvania National  Guard,  shall,  upon  application  made  to  the 
Adjutant  General,  be  retired  from  actice  service,  and  placed  upon 
the  retired  list  as  of  the  next  higher  grade,  except  a  major  general, 
whose  grade  upon  the  retired  list  shall  remain  the  same ;  and 
when  any  commissioned  officer  is  sixty-four  years  of  age,  he  shall 
be  retired  from  active  service  and  may  be  placed  upon  the  retired 
list  as  of  the  next  higher  grade  except  a  major  general,  whose 
grade  on  the  retired  list  shall  remain  the  same  :  Provided,  That 
service  in  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  in  the 
Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  thereof,  during  the  War  with  Spain, 
in  Mexican  border  service,  or  in  any  other  Federal  service,  may  be 
included  as  [of]  twice  its  actual  length  in  computing  the  forty 
years  of  service  required  for  retirement.  Commissioned  officers 
who  shall  have  served  as  such  in  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard 
or  the  Pennsylvania  Reserve  Militia,  or  both,  may,  upon  applica- 
tion to  the  Adjutant  General,  be  placed  upon  the  retired  list  as 
of  the  highest  grade  such  officers  may  have  held  in  their  service : 
Provided,  That  he  shall  have  held  a  commission  as  an  officer  of 
the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard  or  the  Pennsylvania  Reserve 
Militia,  or  both,  for  a  period  of  at  least  ten  years  in  the  aggre- 
gate: Provided  further,  That  service  in  the  volunteer  forces  in 
the  United  States  Army  in  the  War  with  Spain,  in  Mexican 
border  service,  in  the  World  War,  or  in  any  other  Federal  service, 
may  be  computed  as  of  twice  its  actual  length :  Provided  further. 
That  where  service  in  the  war  with  Spain  or  the  World  War  is 
computed,  then  such  retirement  shall  be  of  the  next  higher  grade 
held  in  the  service,  except  in  the  case  of  a  major  general,  when 
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the  grade  shall  remain  the  same.  The  Governor  as  Commander- 
in-Chief  shall  have  power,  and  is  hereby  authorized,  to  relieve  from 
active  service,  and  place  upon  the  retired  list  as  of  the  next  higher 
grade,  any  commissioned  officer  who  has  served  continuously  in 
any  one  grade  for  fifteen  years.  The  commission  of  any  officer  so 
relieved  from  active  duty  and  placed  upon  the  retired  list  shall 
be  considered  terminated,  and  the  office  held  by  him  as  vacated. 
When  an  officer  has  become  incapable,  from  any  cause,  of  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  his  office,  he  may  be  ordered  before  an  efficiency 
board,  created  as  herein  provided  and  sitting  as  a  retiring  board. 
If  he  is  found  disqualified  by  reason  of  physical  disability  incurred 
in  the  line  of  duty,  he  may  be  retired  as  of  the  next  higher  grade, 
but  if  he  is  found  disqualified  for  any  other  reason,  he  shall  be 
retired  without  increase  in  grade.  The  action  of  every  such  board 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor  as  Commander- 
in-Chief.  All  retired  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  the  uniform 
of  their  grade  as  retired  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  National 
Guard  on  all  proper  military  or  semimilitary  occasions. 

Section  3.  That  section  twenty-six  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows  : — ■ 

Discharge  of  Enlisted  Men  from  the  National  Guard. 

Section  26.  An  enlisted  man  discharged  from  service  in  the 
Pennsylvania  National  Guard  shall  receive  a  discharge  in  writ- 
ing, in  such  form  and  with  such  classification  as  is  or  shall  be 
prescribed  for  the  Regular  Army  ;  and,  in  time  of  peace,  discharges 
may  be  given  prior  to  the  expiration  of  terms  of  enlistment,  under 
such  regulations  as  the  Governor  may  prescribe,  subject  to  the 
restrictions  of  the  National  Defense  Act  or  amendments  thereto. 

On  termination  of  an  emergency  in  lohich  the  officers  and  en- 
listed men  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard  shall  have  been 
drafted  into  the  Federal  service  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  in  accordance  icith  the  provisions  of  the  National  Defense 
Act,  such  drafted  officers  and  enlisted  men  shall  continue  to  serve 
in  the  National  Guard  until  the  dates  upon  -which  their  commission 
or  enlistment  entered  into  prior  to  their  draft  into  the  Federal 
service  icould  have  expired  if  uninterrupted. 

Section  4.  That  section  thirty-two  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows : — 

Pay  of  Officers  and  Men  on  Active  Duty  [and]  in  State  Service. 

Section  32.  When  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard,  or  any 
part  thereof,  is  ordered  on  active  duty  by  the  Governor  as  Com- 
mander-in-Chief, and  pay  is  authorized  for  such  duty  under  the 
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order  prescribing  the  performance  thereof,  the  commissioned  offi- 
cers and  warrant  officers  so  ordered  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
pay  and  allowance  as  officers  of  like  grade  and  length  of  service 
in  the  Regular  Army  of  the  United  States :  Provided,  That  no 
officer  shall  receive  less  than  the  base  pay  of  his  grade  as  provided 
by  Federal  statute.  The  grades  of  enlisted  men  shall  be  such  as 
the  Governor  as  Commander-in-Chief  may,  from  time  to  time,  di- 
rect, and  shall  conform  to  the  grades  authorized  in  tables  of  or- 
ganization for  the  National  Guard  published  by  the  War  Depart- 
ment. When  enlisted  men  are  ordered  on  active  duty  as  above 
prescribed,  their  per  diem  [day]  pay  shall  be  as  follows :  First 
grade,  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents ;  second  grade,  three  dollars ; 
third  grade,  three  dollars ;  fourth  grade,  two  dollars  and  fifty 
cents ;  fifth  grade,  two  dollars ;  sixth  grade,  one  dollar  and  seventy- 
five  cents ;  seventh  grade,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents.  Under  such 
regulations  as  the  Governor  as  Commander-in-Chief  may  pre- 
scribe and  conform  with  tables  of  organization  authorized  for 
the  National  Guard  by  the  War  Department,  enlisted  men  of  the 
sixth  and  seventh  grades  may  be  rated  as  specialists,  and  receive 
extra  pay  per  diem  as  follows :  First  class,  one  dollar  and  twenty- 
five  cents  ;  second  class,  one  dollar  ;  third  class,  seventy-five  cents  ; 
fourth  class,  fifty  cents ;  fifth  class,  forty  cents ;  sixth  class,  fifteen 
cents.  Hereafter  enlisted  men  shall  receive  an  increase  of  ten 
per  centum  of  their  base  pay  for  every  five  years  of  service  in  the 
National  Guard,  or  in  the  United  States  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine 
Corps,  or  for  any  two  or  more  of  these  services  combined  :  Pro- 
vided, That  such  increase  shall  not  exceed  forty  per  centum  of 
their  base  pay.  All  payments  of  per  diem  pay  and  service  pay 
shall  be  made  by  the  Adjutant  General  in  the  usual  manner.  No 
deductions  shall  be  made  from  the  pay  of  Officers  or  enlisted  men  in 
active  service  for  dues  or  other  financial  obligations  imposed  by 
any  by-laws,  rules,  or  regulations  of  a  civic  character. 

Section  5.  That  section  thirty-four  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows : — 

Annual  Appropriations. 

Section  34.  Organization  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard 
found,  upon  examination  of  the  reports  made  by  an  inspecting 
officer  duly  detailed  for  that  purpose,  to  be  up  to  the  standard 
required  in  strength,  drill,  discipline,  and  efficiency,  shall  receive 
in  annual  allowance  the  following  money  per  annum,  which  shall 
be  used  and  expended  solely  for  military  purposes,  and  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  organization  :  For  dismounted  troops,  at  the 
rate  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  pe"r  man  per  year:  Provided,  That  no 
organization  shall  receive  less  than  a  minimum  sum  of  five  hun- 
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dred  dollars  or  more  than  a  maximum  sum  of  [nine  hundred  dol- 
lars] seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  [annum]  year;  for 
mounted  or  motorized  troops,  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  dollars  ($15) 
per  man  per  year :  Provided,  That  no  such  mounted  or  motorized 
organization  shall  receive  less  per  year  than  a  minimum  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  more  than  a  maximum  sum  of 
one  thousand  [two  hundred]  dollars  per  year.  Such  allowances 
shall  be  computed  by  the  Adjutant  General  from  the  strength  of 
the  unit  as  reported  on  May  thirty-first  of  each  year.  Newly  or- 
ganized units  shall  receive  a  pro  rata  share  of  the  above-named 
allowance  for  the  portion  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  they  are  in 
service :  Provided,  That  such  allowance  be  based  on  the  actual 
strength  of  the  organization  at  the  time  of  its  entrance  into  the 
service ;  the  said  allowances  to  be  paid  by  the  Adjutant  General 
in  the  usual  manner  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  respective 
organization  ;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Adjutant  General, 
before  paying  any  of  the  said  allowance  in  money,  to  procure,  by 
purchase  or  otherwise,  and  issue  for  each  enlisted  man  not  already 
provided  therewith,  such  articles  of  dress  uniform  and  such  articles 
of  service  uniform  and  equipment  as  are  required  for  field  service, 
and  also  such  mess  tents,  kitchen  tents,  and  military  stores  re- 
quired by  the  respective  organizations,  not  furnished  and  paid  for 
out  of  Federal  funds,  and  charge  the  cost  of  same  to  the  said  an- 
nual allowance  ;  and  the  balance,  if  any,  to  be  paid  and  disbursed 
as  hereinafter  provided :  Provided,  however,  That  any  regiment, 
battalion,  squadron,  or  company  may,  at  its  own  expense,  provide 
itself  with  other  uniforms  of  such  style  and  pattern  as  a  majority 
of  its  officers  may  select  and  the  Governor  as  Commander-in-Chief 
approve,  which  uniform  shall  be  the  property  of  the  organization 
or  the  individual  members  thereof.  No  portion  of  any  allowance 
made  by  the  State  to  any  organization  shall  be  expended  in  pro- 
curing such  special  uniforms  or  in  repairing  or  caring  for  the 
same.  No  part  of  the  annual  allowances  paid  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  to  the  several  organizations  of  the  Pennsylvania 
National  Guard  shall  be  used  in  the  purchase,  erection,  or  construc- 
tion of  any  armory,  unless  the  title  thereto  be  vested  in  the  Com- 
monwealth. The  commanding  officer  of  each  organization  shall, 
at  such  time  as  the  Governor  as  Commander-in-Chief  may  direct, 
'  make  a  return  to  the  Adjutant  General,  containing  an  itemized  ac- 
count and  statement  of  all  disbursements  of  the  money  appropri- 
ated and  paid  to  said  organization  and  not  previously  accounted 
for,  which  account  and  statement  shall  be  verified  by  the  proper 
original  vouchers  for  such  disbursements  ;  this  accounting  to  be 
made  under  and  in  accordance  with  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief. 
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Section  6.  That  section  thirty-eight  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows  : — 

Necessary  Expenses  of  Headquarters. 

Section  38.  The  necessary  military  expenses  of  general,  divi- 
sion, brigade,  regimental,  and  separate  battalion  headquarters,  in- 
cluding clerk  hire  and  other  actual  outlays,  shall  be  paid  by  the 
Adjutant  General,  in  the  usual  manner,  on  the  usual  lawful 
vouchers  to  that  effect,  duly  sworn  to  or  affirmed  to  by  the 
commanding  officer  or  the  officer  charged  with  the  payment 
of  the  same;  such  expenses  in  no  event  to  exceed  four  thou- 
sand dollars  ($4,000)  per  annum  for  the  division,  five  hun- 
dred ($500)  dollars  for  each  brigade  headquarters,  [one  thou- 
sand dollars  ($1,000)  for  each  infantry  regimental  headquar- 
ters, seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($750)  for  each  regimental 
headquarters  of  arms  of  the  service  other  than  infantry,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($250)  for  each  battalion  headquarters 
not  a  part  of  a  regiment.]  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,500)  for 
each  regimental  headquarters,  five  hundred  dollars  ($500)  for 
each  battalion  headquarters  and  headquarters  of  trains. 

Section  7.  That  section  fifty-four  of  said  act  is  hereby  amend- 
ed to  read  as  follows : — 

Section  54.  General  courts-martial  in  the  Pennsylvania  Na- 
tional Guard  may  be  convened  by  order  of  the  Governor  or 
the  Division  Commander,  and  such  courts  shall  have  the  pow- 
er to  impose  fines  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  ($200) 
and  such  reasonable  costs  as  they  may  assess,  to  sentence  to 
forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances,  to  reprimand,  to  dismissal  or 
dishonorable  discharge  from  the  service,  to  a  reduction  of  non- 
commissioned officers  to  the  ranks,  or  any  two  or  more  of  such 
punishments  may  be  combined  in  the  sentences  imposed  by  such 
courts :  Provided,  That  sentence  shall  not  become  operative  un- 
til after  the  approval  thereof  by  the  appointing  power. 

Section  8.  That  section  fifty-five  of  the  said  act  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows  : — 

Section  55.  When  not  in  the  active  service  of  the  United 
States,  the  commanding  officer  of  each  garrison,  fort,  post,  camp, 
or  other  place,  brigade,  detached  regiment,  or  separate  battalion, 
or  other  detached  or  separate  command,  may  appoint  special 
courts-martial  for  his  command  ;  but  such  special  courts-martial 
may,  in  any  case,  be  appointed  by  superior  authority,  when 
by  the  latter  deemed  desirable.    Special  courts-martial  shall  have 
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power  to  try  any  person  subject  to  military  law,  except  a  com- 
missioned officer,  for  any  crime  or  offense  made  punishable  by 
the  military  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Pennsylvania  ;  and  such  special  courts-martial  shall  have  the 
same  powers  of  punishment  as  do  general  courts-martial,  except 
that  fines  imposed  by  such  special  courts-martial  shall  not  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  and  such  reasonable  costs  as 
they  may  assess:  Provided,  That  sentence  shall  not  become  op- 
erative until  after  the  approval  thereof  by  the  appointing  power. 

Section  9.  That  section  fifty-six  of  the  said  act  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows  : — 

Section  56.  When  not  in  the  active  service  of  the  United 
States,  the  commanding  officer  of  each  garrison,  fort,  post  or 
other  place,  regiment,  detached  or  separate  battalion,  or  com- 
pany, or  other  detachment  of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard, 
may  appoint  for  such  place  or  command  [a  summary  court] 
summary  courts-martial,  to  consist  of  one  officer,  who  shall  have 
power  to  administer  oaths,  and  to  try  the  enlisted  men  of  such 
place  or  command  for  breaches  of  discipline  and  violations  of 
the  laws  governing  such  organizations,  except  civic  by-laws ; 
and  said  court,  when  satisfied  of  the  guilt  of  such  soldier,  may 
impose  fines  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars  ($25.00)  and  such 
reasonable  costs  as  they  may  assess  for  any  single  offense,  may 
sentence  noncommissioned  officers  to  reduction  to  the  ranks, 
may  sentence  to  forfeiture  of  pay  and  allowances.  The  pro- 
ceedings of  such  summary  court  shall  be  informal,  and  the  min- 
utes thereof  shall  be,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  same  as  pre- 
scribed for  summary  courts  of  the  Army  of  the  United  States : 
Provided,  That  the  sentence  shall  not  become  operative  until 
after  the  approval  thereof  by  the  appointing  power.  Such 
summary  courts-martial  may,  in  any  case,  be  appointed  by  supe- 
rior authority  when  by  the  latter  deemed  desirable. 

Section  10.  That  section  fifty-seven  of  the  said  act  is  here- 
by amended  to  read  as  follows  : — 

Section  57.  All  courts-martial  [including  summary  courts] 
of  the  Pennsylvania  National  Guard  when  not  in  the  active 
service  of  the  United  States,  shall  have  power  to  sentence  to 
confinement  in  lieu  of  fines  and  costs,  or  any  part  thereof,  au- 
thorized to  be  imposed  :  Provided,  That  such  sentence  of  confine- 
ment shall  not  exceed  one  day  for  each  dollar  of  fine  authorized 
and  imposed  :  Provided  further,  That  the  sentence  shall  not  be- 
come operative  until  after  the  approval  thereof  by  the  appoint- 
ing power. 
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Section  11.  That  section  fifty-nine  of  said  act  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : — 

Section  59.  When  not  in  active  service  of  the  United  States 
presidents  of  courts-martial  and  summary  court  officers  shall 
have  power  to  issue  warrants,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  prop- 
er county  or  any  constable,  to  arrest  accused  persons  and  to 
bring  them  before  the  court  for  trial,  whenever  such  persons 
shall  have  disobeyed  an  order  in  writing  from  the  convening  au- 
thority to  appear  before  such  court, — a  copy  of  the  charge  or 
charges  having  been  delivered  to  the  accused  with  such  order 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  service  of  civil  process, — 
and  to  issue  subpoenas  and  subpoenas  duces  tecum,  and  to  enforce 
by  attachment  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  production  of  books 
and  papers,  and  to  sentence  for  a  refusal  to  be  sworn  or  to  answer, 
as  provided  in  actions  before  civil  courts :  And  provided,  That 
a  president  of  a  court-martial  or  a  summary  court  officer  may 
issue  a  proper  certificate  of  commitment  to  the  sheriff  of  a  coun- 
ty or  to  any  constable,  icho  may  commit  such  person  to  any 
county  prison  pending  trial.  In  all  cases  the  party  accused  of 
any  crime  or  misdemeanor  against  military  laio  shall  be  admitted 
to  bail  by  one  or  more  sufficient  sureties  to  be  taken  before  the 
president  of  a  court-martial  or  before  a  summary  court  officer 
before  ichom  the  charges  have  been  preferred  and  to  whom  the 
charges  have  been  referred  by  higher  military  authorities.  The 
amount  of  bail  will  be  fixed  by  the  officer  before  whom  the  ac- 
cused is  brought  for  trial  or  for  commitment  pending  trial.

Duties  of  Jailers. 

Section  CI.  The  keepers  and  wardens  of  all  county  jails  are 
required  to  receive  and  confine  all  military  offenders,  when  de- 
livered by  such  sheriff  or  constable  under  the  proper  certificate 
of  commitment  of  a  general,  special,  or  summary  court-martial, 
pending  trial  and  for  and  during  the  term  of  sentence  as  set 
forth  in  said  commitment.

12,  A.  G.  O.,  c.  s.  The  report  and  certified  check  for  the  balance, 
/payable  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  Pennsylvania,  will  be  for- 
warded direct  to  this  office. 

VI.  Major  Samuel  D.  Ringsdorf  and  First  Lieutenant  John 
B.  Foley,  Jr.,  will  proceed  to  Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  for  the  purpose 
of  transferring  the  property  from  the  Headquarters  Battery  at 
Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.,  to  the  Headquarters  Battery  at  Coraopolis, 
Pa.  State  transportation  will  be  used.  The  travel  directed  is 
necessary  in  the  military  service. 
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VII.  Effective  January  1,  1924,  the  location  of  Headquarters 
Detachment  .and-  Combat  Train.-  Second  -Batta-lien,-  107th  Freld
